rytyeto do; ſaine,as yk it had bene c6- 
teyned 
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Pk vnwziten berytyess$ 
tepned in ſeriptuere, that ch:iſt had gy 
uen the power to do it. That it is a tra 
diciõ of Þ apoſtels, that ymages ought 


to be ſet vp:ThatÞ apoſtels oꝛdeyned 


that al faythful people ſhould reſozt to 
the chyꝛch of Rome, as to Þ mooſt hygh 
and pꝛincipal chyꝛche of al other: yet 
it can not be pzoued by leripture, ne by

Ind pk 
it be ſayd, that many of 8 ſapd opyni6s - 
haue ben affermed ⁊ appꝛoued by gene⸗ 
ral coũſelles, in whom no errour maye 
be pꝛeſumed:it maye be anſwered: that 
though þ chyꝛche gathered together in 
the holp ghoſt. may not erte in thinges 
pcrteyning to the fapth; that pet ko as 
moch as ſom general coliſels haue ben 
gathered, a not by ß power of kynges 
and pꝛinces, that be heades of Þ cby:ch 
And that la wes haue ben alſo made at 
ſuch general cõſels, ot dyuers thinges

A ſuppoſe verelp it myght wel be ſuffe 
red that they ſhuld ſtand ſtyll not pꝛa⸗ 
habyte, as it is of that article Þ the.rii.

to pꝛaye into the eſt:that out lady was 
not bozne in oziginal ſynne : Þſhe was 
aſſumpted bodye a ſoule, Ind therfoze 
pk it were 02depned by kynges a pꝛices 
that no man v põ payne, to be taken as 
a bzeaker of the quietnes of the people, 
ſhuld denye any of the ſayd articles: it 
were well done to kepe bnytte amonge 
the people: but diuers realmes map oꝛ⸗ 
d2e loch thynges diuerſly, as they ſhall 
ſeme couenyent,after the dyſpoſictõ of 
the people ther.

There muſte 
be one God, one fapth, à one Baptiſme 
But to iuffre the m to ſtande as dnwzp 
ten veryttes, that may not be denped: a 
to haue they? auctoꝛytie onelyby lawes 
made byß clergie, it ſemeth daũgerous 
Foꝛ it might cauſe many of the clergye 
to eſleme moze power tn the clergie thi 
there is tn dede: and that myghte Iyfte 
many of them into a hygher eſtimacton 
of them ſelfe, than they ought to haue: 
wherby myght folowe greate daunger 
vnto the people.
